Device description: 
The Philips lntegris Allura Flat Detector release 1.2 system is an angiographic 
x-ray system with a solid state x-ray imaging device for cardiovascular and 
vascular diagnostic and interventional procedures. The monoplane system can 
be configured either a floor or ceiling suspended G-arm frontal stand. The x-ray 
detector is comprised of amorphous silicon with a cesium iodide scintilator. The 
system supports generating and recording x-ray diagnostic images using 
fluoroscopic and fluorographic techniques. 
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X-ray images are detected with a flat dynamic x-ray detector and are recorded on 
digital storage medium. The system offers the functionality to review and analyze 
the images. 

Digital images with corresponding patient and examination data may be archived 
on digital storage media, video or laser hardcopy. 

Indications for Use: 
The Philips lntegris Allura Flat Detector release 1.2 system is intended for use in 
cardiovascular and vascular x-ray imaging applications, including diagnostic, 
interventional procedures (such as PTCA, stent placing, atherectomies), 
pacemaker implantations, and electrophysiology.
